Congress will soon reconvene, 
and there is almost Sure to be a 
grim struggle between those who 
believe that unionism is here to 
stay, and those who feel that it 
is here to be destroyed, or at 
least pushed back very far in- 
deed. 


Mr. Landrum of Georgia, the 
gentleman whose name has 
achieved immortality of a sort 
by being hooked with that of a 
certain Mr. Griffin, has told the 
National Association of Manu- 
facturers that now is the time to 
get a really tough anti-labor law 
passed. One can be sure that 
Messrs. Landrum and Griffin 
and their allies would like above 
all else to succeed in persuading 
the Congress to remove antitrust 
immunity for the trade unions 
from the books. 
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THE ‘MONOPOLY’ TUNE 


This insistence that trade un- 
ionism constitutes a monopoly is 
a tune that for some time now 
the orchestra of anti-unionism 
has been seemingly preparing to 
play. Once the reactionaries and 
their Madison Avenue mouth- 
pieces have received the signal, 
the din could become as deafen- 
ing as that made by the famous 
piece of music entitled “Wages 
Cause Inflation.” 

It was around 1913 that the 
Clayton Act gave us this im- 
munity from prosecution as a 


“monopoly. In 1921 the Supreme 


Court decision in the case of Du- 
plex Printing Press vs. Deering 
put a crimp in that immunity, 
and it was not until 1932, after 
an ll-year struggle, that the 


.Norris-LaGuardia Act was passed 


and upheld by the Supreme 
Court, restoring this immunity 
from prosecution as a monopoly 
to us.

Whether or not the great re- 
actionary orchestra is now going 
to make its top piece of music 
“Labor is a Monopoly” we can’t 
know for sure, though some of 
the tuning-up sounds ominous. 


At any rate, let’s admit that

BIC is told of 
13-State rally 
for shipyards 


The ship construction and re- 
pair industry on this coast 
means much to the West, and 
te the nation as a whole because 
of its importance in defense 
emergencies, President Joseph 
Pruss told the Building Trades 
Council at its last meeting. 


Pruss attended as represen- 
tative of the council a big gath- 
ering of those interested in the 
industry, with persons present 
not only from the traditional 
eleven Western States, but from 
the new States of Hawaii and 
Alaska. 


So its now the thirteen West- 
ern States which are interested. 

A permanent organization was 
set up, Pruss reported, officers 
elected, and a budget of $25,000 
a year established. 


Among the distinguished po- 
litical leaders who spoke at the 
conference were Senator Mag- 
nuson of Washington, Senator 
Kuchel of California, and Con- 
gressmen George P. Milier and 
John F. Shelley, as well as Gov- 
ernor Brown. 

The aid that is being given to 
foreign countries was discussed, 


and it was stated that all the} 


Japanese shipyards are busy, 
and that ships are even being 
built in Korea with American 
money. 

A concerted and persistent 
drive is being made by interests 
in the Eastern United States to 
repeal the 6% differential for 
the construction of merchant 
vessels in Western shipyards, 
said Pruss. 

The BTC had just before the 
meeting received a letter from 
C. J. Haggerty, secretary-treas- 
urer of the California Labor Fed- 
eration, read to the delegates by 
BTC Secretary John Davy, en- 
closing a copy of Resolution 143 
adopted by the Federation con- 
vention in San Diego this year. 

“This resolution,” Haggerty 
wrote, “expresses our vigorous 


opposition to HR 8093 and any | 


other legislation seeking to de- 
lete the 6% differential for the 
construction of merchant vessels 
in the shipyards of the Pacific 
Coast.” 

Haggerty adds that “as you 
undoubtedly know, we recently 
joined with other groups in

Steelworkers win firm by firm 
talks, sign Aluminum contract 


The United Steelworkers of 
America cracked the solid front 
of the steel industry when rep- 
resentatives agreed to hold sepa- 
rate company by company bar- 
gaining in the steel dispute. 

USW President David J. Mc- 
Donald told reporters ‘What the 
union has been wanting right 
along has been agreed to.” Mc- 
Donald hailed the agreement to 


|hold firm by firm bargaining as 


a victory. 

MeDonald had just come from 
the first bargaining session in 
10 days with an industry com- 
mittee which has been bargain- 
ing on behalf of 93 firms. 


The 11 companies which have 
been representing the industry’s 
solid front in negotiations will 
meet with union chiefs repre- 
senting workers in their plants 
in Washington Sunday. 

Executives of 82 smaller steel 
firms then will meet with local 
union officials at 
company headquarters across 
the country, federal mediation 
chief Joseph F. Finegan told 
newsmen. 


The mediation director also

The steel industry is now 
operating under a Taft-Hartley 
injunction which sent the Steel- 
workers back to work on No- 
vember 7. The Steelworkers will 
be free to strike again January 
26 when the injunction expires.

Alcoa figured direct wage in- 
creases at 4.8 cents an hour the 
first year, 7.1 cents the second 
year, and 89 cents the third 
year. 

Alcoa also made an agreement 
for a three-year contract with 
another AFLCIO unit, the Alu- 
minum Workers International 
Union.

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HOW TO BUY 


1960: for stable prices, tight meney

Two main trends will effect 
your family’s living conditions in 
1960:, 

This will be a year ‘of -stable 
prices, first breather from infla- 
tion in almost four years. You 
even can expect a small drop in 
living costs this winter. Infla- 
tion has been checked for at 
least. a while by record-break- 
ing farm crops, by some price 
cuts on home equipment and by 
Detroit’s belated recognition 
that there’s.a place for economy 
as well as glamour in cars. 
There’s also a trend to reduce 
prices on the deluxe models of 
many goods for bathroom fix- 
tures to deep freezers and nylon 
tires, thus narrowing the price 
spread between standard and 
premium equipment. 

This. doesn’t mean all your 
costs will be lower. They’re mov- 
ing in different directions, and 
this is where planning, especi- 
ally timing your purchases, can 
help you keep down 1960 ex- 

. Appliances will be a no- 
table bargain. Some building 
materials are cheaper. Clothing 
will cost you another percentage 
point of your budget, but is still 
relatively inexpensive. You will 
have to allow more for medical 
case and other services. 

But the big development is 
that cheaper eating will give you 
a chance to catch up on other 
needs. 

This also will be a year of 
“tight money”, meaning interest 
rates are rising. Commercial 
rates—those that banks charge 
businessmen—are the highest in 
28 years. 


“Tight money” is more than | 


just a newspaper headline. It’s 
a powerful influence on your, 
family’s earning and buying 
power. In general, tight money” 
hurts moderate-income families, 
and particularly wage-earners 
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| because it restrains buying, thus | 


cuts back jobs. 

Here are specific trends you 
can expect in ’60, and how to) 
take advantage of them: 

Appliances are 1960’s big 
bargain. Newly-automated fac- 
tories have more than made up 
for advancing costs of materials. 
Star bargain for ’60 is refrigera- 
tors. A refrigerator that cost 


at $259. as we enter 1960. 
Furniture will cost approxi- 

mately the same as in ’59. Bed- 

room sets and sofa beds have 


been reduced in recent months | 


but prices of rugs have advanced 
slightly. 

But repair charges will be an 
increasingly serious expense.

elected to Bay 
Area Crusade posts 


Robert 8. Ash and Arthur 
Hellender, secretary and assist- 
ant secretary respectively of the 
Central Labor Council of Ala- 
meda County have been elected 
to top volunteer posts of the 
United Bay Area Crusade for 
1960. 


The announcement came at 
the fifth annual meeting of the 
Bay Area organization last week 
at the Sheraton-Palace Hotel in 
San Francisco where Ash was 
mamed as vice-president, and 
Hellender to the dual posts as 
member of the UBAC executive 
committee and its board of gov- 
ernors. Hellender will serve a 
three year term on the board of 
governors. 


Highlight of the meeting was 
® short address by Hellender re- 
affirming the Central Labor 
Council’s position taken earlier 
this year that they would again 
only endorse the United Crusade 
drive and no other in 1960. 


“This year’s victory in the Ala- 
meéda County campaign is an 
indication that if the entire 
county were to adopt this same 
policy, the nécessary funds would 
be raised and the agencies would 
be able to continue, if not ex- 
pand their programs to include 
more people who need their 
services,” Hellender told the 
group. 

He again voiced the Council’s 
disapprovl of some Crusade lead- 
ers who “lend their names” to 
fund raising endeavors of agen- 
cies outside the Crusade—a. rec- 
emmendation passed and agreed 
upon within the Councils’ mem- 
pership in March of this year. 


Hellender concluded, “The 
Council feels that people should 
mot use the political elections 
mext year as an excuse for not 
supporting the essential commu- 
nity work perfotmed' by the Cru- 
@ade and its agencies.” 

Also elected last week to the 
board of governors for three year 
terms were: Kenneth Steadman 
of Niles, president, Steelworkers 
Union Local 3367; E. H. Vernon 
of Alameda, Senior Business 
Representative, Automotive Ma- 
chinists Union 1546; and Harris 
Wilkin of Alameda, Secretary- 
Treasurer, Retail Food Clerks 
Union Local 870. 


THE NET VALUATION of tax- 
able property in the nine Bay 
Area counties totalled $6,089,- 
416,426 in 1959-60, a 7% increase 
over the year before, according 
to figures released by the San 
Francisco Bay Area Council.

is Sued by Pabco 


East Bay Machinists, Local 1304 
was sued for $1,358,000 by the 
Fibreboard Paper Products Cor- 
poration (Pabco), according to 
reports in the daily press. 


In the suit, filed in Alameda 
County Superier Court on Mon- 
day, December 21, the firm is 
asking for $679,000 for operating 
losses during the strike, and an- 
other $679,000 punitive damages 
as it is alleged that the union 
broke a court ban on picketing 
and violence. 


DESPITE the prolonged steel 
Strike, the highest nonfarm em- 
ployment level in the history of 
California was registered in 1959. 
The record average of 4,650,000 
nonagricultural wage and salary 
workers topped that of 1958 by 
192,000, and the pte-frecession 
high established in 1957 by 169,- 
000.

Fresno BIC says 


Home Builders Association of 
San Joaquin Valley and District 
50 of thhe United Mine Workers 
have been charged with requir- 
ing workers to join district 50 
in violation of the law. 

A formal unfair labor prac- 
tices complaint to this effect has 
been filed with the National La- 
bor Relations Board in San Fran- 
cisco by Business Manager Loyd 
Myers of Fresno-Madera Build- 
ing Trades Council and Repre- 
sentative Mike Dowdall of Cali- 
fornia Council of Carpenters. 

Myers declared that contract 
between the Home Builders and 
district 50 establishes wage 
scales as low as $1 an hour under 
AFLCIO rates for the same work. 

“Every citizen in the Fresno 
area ought to be concerned,” he 
said, “when a segment of the 
construction industry pays sub- 
standard wages. These low scales 
are not only a threat to other 
construction workers, they are a 
threat to every merchant, farm- 
er and citizen in the area. 

“District 50’s low wage rates 
undermine the living conditions 
of all Fresno citizens.” 

Myers said that the contract 
between District 50 and the 
Home Builders does not contain 
a union shop provision requiring 
workers to become union mem- 
bers after 30 days of employment. 

“Despite this,” Myers declared, 
“the Home Builders, according 
to the evidence we have ob- 
tained, are coercing their em- 
ployees into joining District 50 
and paying dues contrary to the 
law.” 

Myers also noted that unions 
affiliated with Fresno-Madera 
Building Trades Council are 
united to bring construction 
wages in the Fresno area home 
building industry up to stand- 
ards established by AFLCIO un- 
ions. — Valley Labor Citizen 
(Fresno). 


Meany says trade unions 
work for Negro rights 


NEW YORK — The American 
labor movement with its long 
record of combatting discrimi- 
nation “will fulfill its responsi- 
bility to the Negro workers of 
this country,” AFLCIO President 
George Meany pledged. 

The federation president in an

Bryson Rein- 
hardt, who should not be for- 
gotten as the spark behind what 
came to be named the “taxpay- 
er’s revolt” during the last ses- 
Sion of the legislature, is keep- 
ing his reactionary movement 
alive through articles in the 
magazine American Mercury. In 
Oakland, California, the Tribune 
recently published a letter prais- 
ing Reinhardt, but the alert edi- 
tor of the East Bay Labor Jour- 
nal seized the opportunity to 
correct some misconceptions re- 
garding taxation. In the labor 
paper he wrote: 

“All too many labor people are 
falilng into the trap of the anti- 
taxation propaganda peddled by 
the spokesmen for the ultra- 
rich who resent having to pay 
a higher percentage of income 
tax the more income they have. 
These are the people for whom 
Reinhardt and the people of 
Ritzville are giving ‘meritorious 
service.’

Business Representative J. L. Childers of the Building Trades 
Council reported to that body recently that the prospects for 
employment in the building industry are by no means rosy. He 
attributed much of the blame for this to the “tight money 
policy of the Eisenhower Administration. 

Now the savings and loan associations of the Bay Area are 
planning to raise the rate they pay their savers 414 percent 
instead of the 4 percent which has prevailed since 1957 when 
the rate was 314 percent. 

One half of one percent may not sound like much, but it 
means that money for the building industry is going to cost 
more, and that means less employment in that industry just as 
in the past. 

Farmers, to finance short and intermediate loans for han- 


dling their crops and livestock, are paying from 614 to 814% | 


to the Federal banks set up for that purpose, while investment 
to start or continue operating a farm is rising steadily, and 
the total debt owed by farmers is increasing. 

The interest on the national debt is $9 billion a year, and 
Sylvia Porter the syndicated writer on economics points out 
that this amounts to more than 11 cents of every dollar collected 
of the Federal income tax.
